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DOMESTIC SEWS. 
ProrcpUIns* In Congress. 
SENATE. 
W ashington, February 21st.—The bill 
providing for the punishment of persons 
falsely personating officers and employes of 
tbe United States has passed. 
The Senate suspended further considera­ 
tion of the morning business, in order to re 
sume the debate on the bill to provide for the 
issue of circulation to National Banking As­ 
sociations. 
Morgan addressed the Senate in support of 
the amendment cffered by him, permitting 
national banks to deposit the bonds of separ­ 
ate States as security for circulation. 
While Morgan was speaking, Sherman in­ 
tervened with a joint resolution, which im­ 
mediately passed, appropriating $10,000 for 
the contingent fund of the Senate. 
The Chairman said the resolution was 
necessary, to enable the Committee on Privi­ 
leges and Elections to continue their investi­ 
gation. 
A long debate followed on Morgan’s amend­ 
ment, participated in by Maxey, Plumb, But­ 
ler, Coke, Harrison, Ingalls, Bayard, Beck, 
Morrill, Aldrich and McPherson. 
Finally Morgan withiiew his amendment, 
and the question recurred on the bill. 
An executive session followed, and the 
Senate adjourned till Monday. 
HOUSE. 
The Committee on Postcthces and Post 
Roads reported the pest route bill, and it 
passed, 
Tbe Senate amendments to the House bill, 
declaring ail public roads p st roads was con­ 
curred in. 
The Committee on Pacific Railroads re­ 
ported back the resolution calling upon the 
Secretary of the Interior for information as 
to when the line (¿f the Northern Pacific Rail­ 
road, or any part of it, was definitely and 
finally located, and as to whether that rail­ 
road claims any lands on which homestead 
or pre-emption entries had been made prior 
to tbe time of final location. Adopted. 
The Speaker laid before the House the fol­ 
lowing message from the President: 
House of Representatives: I transmit herewith 
the report of the Secretary of State of the *21st iust., 
whereby your honorable body, and through > ou the 
people of the Uuited States, may b come apprised 
.•1 the generous contribution made by Her Britannic 
Majesty’s Government towards the efforts for the 
relief of Lieutenant Greely's Arctic exploring party, 
hy presenting to the United States the Arctic steam­ 
ship Alert. 
CHES IE It A. AKTIIUK. 
When the reading of the message was fin­ 
ished, Randall called for the reading of the 
report in full, Tne off .r was so generous, 
coming from a friendly power, that it ought 
to be treated with respect. 
The report of the Secretary of State was 
read, and several times applauded. 
Randall asked unanimous conseat that the 
comuiuuication be spread upou the journal of 
the House, to mark the sentiment of the 
Houee. He further asked that the comix. u- 
mcaticu be referred to tne Committee on For- 
eigu Affaire, with the object or having a more 
formal aud appropriate recognition of the act 
of the British tiovernment. [Applauce.] 
“ I objsct,” exclaimed Finerty. 
Randall tnen put his request in the form of 
a motion, aud it v.'aa agreed to, Fineriy and 
Robinson of New York alone votiug iu the 
negative. 
••Gao we not have a ship of our own with­ 
out begging?” queried Robinson, 
Adjourned tin Saturday. 
The Danville hiot Investigation 
W ashington, February 21st.—The first 
witutBs iu the Danville investigation to-day 
was J. B. Blackwell (white), Judge of the 
Corporation Court at Danville. He testified 
to the circumstances leading up to the riot, 
aud said tbe whiles formed in line and fired 
a volley at the negroes. The discharge was 
like that of well-drilled soldiers. Tne witness 
was surprised when the emoke cleared away 
to see that no execution had been done. He 
did not issue warrants for the arrest of any 
of the rioters. 
Senator Sherman handed witness a copy of 
the Danville circular, and asked if its state- 
urente were true. 
Witness replied thst some wore, but iu his 
opinion a great majority were false. The 
negroes were iu a large majority in every 
wshl of Danville, lhire never had been u 
time when they could not have elected 
aegrrfH to fill every position iu the Town 
Council. As a matter i f fact the whites bad 
always a majority in the Council, and had 
the power to remedy the evils complained of 
in tue circular. It was in the power tf aDy 
man who s: ned the circular to leara that 
certain if its statements were false. Witness 
did not accuse all the signers of intentional 
falsehood, but many had been so blinded 
by passion as to be uoable to judge impar­ 
tially. Witness is a native of Yirgioir, aud 
served four years iu the Confederate army, 
I lie Mississippi Election Outrage*. 
Naw Orleans, February 2lst — The United 
States Senate committee continued its in­ 
quiry to-Jay into the Copiah (Miss.) county 
election ou.rages. 
William Oliver, Secretary and Treasurer of 
the Wesson milis, testified : Am a Democrat; 
use my influence for the party ; never resort­ 
ed to other means than argument; never dis­ 
charged any one for voting the Republican 
ticket. 
H. R. Johnson and Curtis Robertson (col­ 
ored) voted the Democratic ticket of tneir 
own free will, there being no regular Repub­ 
lican ticket; voted for the best mea. 
R. B. Minis testified that he voted at 
Green’s store. The election was quiet. There 
was a colored Democratic club there. Know 
fifteen colored men who voted the Democratic 
ticket of their own free will. 
Call Tor a Meeting of Leading Itepnb- 
llcans. 
New Y ork, February 21st.—Invitations 
h^ve been mailed to about 150 Republicans 
iu New York, Massachusetts, Fennsylvanis, 
Illinois, Missouri and other States, who aro 
asked to take part in a dinner to be given by 
the Young Republicans of Brooklyn to­ 
morrow evening, by a committee of the lead­ 
ing Republicans tf Boston, Philadelphia, 
Brook;yu aud New York, aud a meeting will 
be held in Mott Memorial Hall Saturday for 
consultation on the Presidential question. It 
is not proposed, say the signers of the call, 
to organize a movement in behalf of any 
candidate, but it is hoped that as the result 
of a comparison of views some steps may be 
taken to give an expression to the sentiments 
of a large number of Republicans, who be­ 
lieve that the success of the party iu the com­ 
ing Presidential contest can be assured only 
by the nomination of men who are in hearty 
accord with the principles of administrative 
reform, and such as will command the unre­ 
served approval and support of the indepen­ 
dent and thoughtful voters of the United 
States. 
The Times says of the call : This prefer­ 
ence may not publicly take shape before the 
Chicego Convention, but during the period 
while it is taking a fixe i form in the minds 
of voters and delegates, the friends and work­ 
ers of volunteer candidates for the honor of 
nomination will d o doubt find their labors 
distressingly unfruitful. 
The Tribune interviewed Frederick W. 
Hollis, one of the signers of the call. He 
said : “ The proposed conference, in so far as 
it may refer to an independent sentiment, 
will probably indicate to the party the proper 
aod only method by which success can he 
attained under the circumstances—that is, 
the nomination of men who will receive the 
party’s support and the enthusiastic support 
of every Republican. Mere negative merit 
is not enongn. The machine, particularly in 
this State, will be reminded of the lesson of 
1882” 
•' Is the movement in the interest of any 
particular candidate ? ” we aBked. 
“ Most certainly not. Any attempt to con­ 
vert it into such an interest would doom it to 
a dismal failure.” 
“ Will the conference be public ? ” 
“ That I can’t telL The admission will be 
by tickets. If you ask my individual opinion 
about the nomination of Mr. Arthur, I have 
no hesitation in saying I should consider it 
equal to a party disaster. ” 
The Colliery Catastrophe. 
U niontown (Fa.), February 21st. — Tbe 
scene of yesterday’s terrible disaster was vis­ 
ited by large numbers to-day. The majority 
were simply curious, but many came with tbe 
earnest intention of investigating—and, if 
possible, ascertaining—tbe cause of the ex­ 
plosion. Hereti fore gas has not caused much 
trouble in the West Leisenring mines, but it 
is evident that a vast quantity has venerated 
in a short time without being discovered. A 
majority of the experts who examined the 
mine tnis morning incline to tbe belief that 
the exploeion resulted from the falling in cf a 
portion of tbe roof of one of the chambers, 
exposing a crevice filled with fire-damp, etc. 
They w,re not, however, willing to stake 
their reputations on this nnMl a more thor­ 
ough (lamination is ma le. Ct ffi,ib for nine­ 
teen of the victims arrived from Pittebnrg 
this morning, and all will be buried from 
Uniontown to-morrow. Two-thirds tf the 


victims were Catholics, and it has not been 
decided whether union services will be held, 
or each f .mily bury their own dead. The 
Connellsville Coke and Iron Company, own­ 
ers of the mine, will p»y all funeral expenses. 
There are none who censure the company. 
The opinion is universal that the explosion 
cannot be charged to their neglect, as the 
shaft was a model of most approved appli­ 
ances used for safety, and greater precautions 
were taken than required by law. Tbe fam­ 
ilies of the dead miners are not in immediate 
destitute circumstances, but the sudden with­ 
drawal of support caused by the taking off of 
husbands, fathers and brothers will be felt in 
the near future. Many had their lives in­ 
sured only last week. An insurance agen 
collected among the mines and miners, and a 
large number availed themselves of the op­ 
portunity, and among them were several who 
were killed. 
U niontow n, February 21st—A closer ex­ 
amination of the mine leads many to believe 
that the disaster resulted from improper ven­ 
tilation. Air doors were lackirg in places 
where, if they had been erected, ibey would 
probably have let tff the foul air and pre­ 
vented the explosion. 
The Great Storm. 
W ilm ington (N. C.), February 21st— Star 
specials, giving further particulars of ihe 
cyclone, say : The storm came so suddenly 
that people were unable to escape from their 
houses. 
Buildings 
wue 
blown 
into 
fragments. The hoiies of the dead were 
terribly bruised aud cut. The f roe of the 
wind w»s so great that two millstones were 
moved 100 feet. Chickens and birds were 
found picked clean. The large trees were up­ 
rooted, and the smaller ones were stripped of 
their bark. At midnight the sky was daz­ 
zling red. The killed and wounded belong 
almost exclusively to the poorer classes. 
There will he suffericg and destitution among 
the tutvivora. Already twtaty-three dead 
bodies have been found in Richmond county. 
TWENTY-TWO KILLED AND FORTY WOUNDED. 
A tla n ta (Ga.), February 2lst.—Reliable 
reports state that on the line of Cherokee and 
Rickers crnnty, within a space of three miles, 
twenty-two persons were killed and forty 
wounded. No deaths have occurred in other 
counties contiguous to Atlanta. 
FURTHER casualities. 
Macon (Ga.). February 21st.—A cyclone 
blew down the residence of Colonel Humbers, 
Putnam county, dangerously wounding 
him. Mrs. Fasc ial, who took refuge in bis 
house, was instantly killed. Several negroes 
and nearly all the stock on the farm w-re altu 
killed. Davisboro, ou the Central Railroad, 
was almost destroyed. Six stores wero blown 
down, a'so tbe brick depot. Variaui, an em­ 
ploye of the railroad, was killed and many 
dangerously wounded. 
TERRIBLE FORFEIT PAID TO THE STORM. 
A tla n ta , February 21st.—One million 
dollars’ worth of property, 5,000 houses and 
300 to 400 lives are the forfeit paid to the 
terrible storm of yesterday. Forming in the 
valley of Chattahooche, it spread into a fan 
shape in Columbus, one artn running into 
Alabama until intercepted by the Rid 
mountains, thence across to Cave Spring, 
Rome and Canton, and deti-cting a little 
southerly to Athen-, it demoraliz d property 
on the borders of Jackson and Madi-on 
couutie". Another arm shot through Car­ 
roll aud Cbattahooche counties, killing many 
people, and another arm crossed tbe State 
from Columbia, pissing through the town of 
Ninety-six, S. C , and thencs into the ooeau. 
From all three arms many smaller tornadoes 
were formed, which ran up ihe valleys, car­ 
rying with them death and deso’a'iou. 
LOSS OF CATTLE. 
D odge City (Ks.), February 21st.—Repirta 
from cattle range*, bo far received, show that 
the losses by the late storms will run from 5 
to 25 per cent, of the stock placed on the 
ranges later than July 1st; that the average 
will be fully 10 per cent. On the Canadian 
and Beaver rivers, 75 to 100 miles south, the 
stock is quite thin in flesh, aod it is believed 
another severe storm this or next month 
would occasion a very considerable loss. 
NORTH CAROLINA’S LOSS. 
R aleigh, February 21st.—The number of 
lives lost iu North Carolina by the clyclone 
was about fifty, and an equal number wound­ 
ed. Much property was destroyed. 
TWENTY PERSONS KILLED. 
A tla n ta (Ga.), February 21st.—Reliahle 
information trcm Grassy Knob shows tint 
twenty persons «ere killed within the space 
of three mile;. Many of these wounded are 
not expected to live. 
NAVIGATION RESUMED. 
C incinnati, February 21»t.—Navigation 
on the Uaio river was resumed to-night. 
THE DEAD IN OUR VILLAGE. 
Charlotte (X, C.), February 21»t.—The 
cyclone about Lane creek swept away forty 
houses. Two negro children and three white 
children perished. The dead in the village of 
Rockingham number seventeen, and the 
wounded thirteen. 
II -wilt and the O 'D onnell Resolution*. 
Washington, February 2 K —Abram S. 
Hewitt appeared before the Foreign Affairs 
Committee of the House this morning, and 
explained the part played by him in the mat­ 
ter of thr passage of resolutions a-king 
Great Britain to grant a respite to O’Don- 
neil, the murderer of Carey, the Irish in­ 
former. The English Government refused 
to grant the request of tbe House, and 
O’Donnell was hanged. Hewitt was accused 
of having informed tha British Minuter that 
the resolutions introduced by him aid not re- 
tlsct the sentiments of the people of the 
United States on this question, and that he 
presented them to avert the introduction 
of 
resolutions cif 
a more objection­ 
able 
character. 
The 
feeling 
that 
Hewitt had tampered with the dig­ 
nity of Crngrce", and committed an 
act of gross impropriety, became so stroDg 
tratBinm m of Pennsylvania introduced a 
resolution ashing the Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee to make an investigation of the 
charge’. The relations between Hewitt aod 
Belmont have for a long time been greatly 
strained, and as the latter sat at the side of 
the table, twirling a lead pencil in his finger?, 
and H eaitt stood at the foot t f the board ad- 
dttssing the committee, the spectators were 
reminded cf the famous Blaine Belmont epi­ 
sode of two years ago. Hewitt made a long 
statement to the committee, explaining his 
reasons for introducing the resolutions, the 
circumstances of his c .11 at the British Min­ 
ister’s, who, he said, denied that he apolo­ 
gized, etc., much as has already been pub­ 
lished in the interview with him. At the 
conclusion of his statement he laid be­ 
fore the committee a letter written 
to him by West, the British Minister. 
In this letter West said Hewitt had called 
upon him, and that they had conversed iu a 
friendly manner about the O'Donrell resolu­ 
tions, but Hewitt had made no apology for 
tbeir introduction; that Hewitt explained 
that he had offered the resolutions because he 
knew that another resolution was to be 
offered in a toDe less friendly and considerate 
of tbe feeling of the British Government. 
After reading this letter, Hewitt said be had 
heard that various statements were made to 
members of the committee. He had reason 
to believe that these stories originated from 
Belmont, and to nim he owed all the annoy­ 
ance he bad suffered from the willful mis­ 
representations published regarding hisactier. 
Balmont accepted tbe challenge thrown down 
by Hewitt, and said that he had talked about 
Hewitt’s action to certain Representatives, 
but had spared Hewitt, in whatever allusions 
he had made, by refraining from expressing 
bis personal opinion as to the impropriety of 
his colleague’s action.

Three sailing vessels and a steamer have 
arrived at Aspinwall from Jamaica with 
laborers for the caual. 
Taxpayers at Aspinwall have risen :n re­ 
volt against tbe ruinous taxes imposed npon 
them, amounting to eight per cent, of their 
rents and profits on real property. They 
arc more than double the taxes of last 
year.H. B. Slaven, of San Francisco, and a 
number of American naval officers have 
been witnessing the operations of the Her­ 
cules dredger, Ferdinand de I.oaseps. The 
impression conveyed is that some great vol­ 
canic operation of nature is in progress, in­ 
stead of a mere machine of human inven­ 
tion and construction. 
The prospectus of a new paper, to advo­ 
cate general reforms, has been issued at 
Granada. It will be edited by Senor Rigo- 
berto Cabezas, and will be named EL Diario 
de Nicaragua. 
Since the commencement oí work on the 
canal, the population of Aspinwall has sud- / 
denly increased from 1,500 or 2,(XM> to 
S.000 or 10,000, and building has extended 
into the swamps, where there are no itreets 
graded. 


SPANISH AMiKICA. 
The Panama Star and Herald, of Jan­ 
uary 31st, has the following dispatches 
from principal points in South America : 
Great alarm has been caused in Monte­ 
video by some immense tidal waves, one of 
which caused the death of a womsn bather. 
They were attributid to volcanic move­ 
ments similar to those at Arica. Each wave 
was preceded by a large dark cloud. 
A dispatch from Santiago of January 
16th says : Great excitement reigns in 
La Paz, where the Government is endeav­ 
oring to raise a forced loan. Those who 
refuse to pay are imprisoned.

Iglesias’ overtures, but he is afraid thst 
the present treaty, which he has not yet 
seen, does not possess that character. 
Tne political sitnation in Uraguay is 
strained. The Minister of War, General 
Taje?, resigned. After his resignation had 
been sooepted be proclaimed himself a can­ 
didate for the Presidency. The resigna­ 
tion was motived by his desire to become 
Piesident. He is favored b> tha military 
element.

It is an attempt to legalize 
nonsense ; it is an effort to clothe stupid, 
unreasoning and abstract injustice with the 
mantle of legality. 
If California Senators 
and Representatives in Congress give this 
type of false ideas the sancity of law and 
the protection of the Federal statutes, 
they may as well pack their party grip­ 
sacks and prepare to retire to that per­ 
sonal and political obscurity from whiqh 
not even the merciful disposition of t x 
people will ever permit them to emergí. 
If they'vote for the measure, let them un 
derstand in advance that the record th i) 
make will be that of their own eternal in­ 
famy—a confession that they are the cost­ 
ard 
slaves 
of 
the 
most 
dangero as 
monopoly that has ever arisen in the his­ 
tory of civilization. 
But we have no feik 
that these representatives of an intelligent 
people will for a moment even coquette 
with, much less yield to the blandishment!

Copyright is Intended to secure to the 
author the parcutal right to tbe child of 
his brain ; a patent is intended to reward 
inventive genius and vest in tbe discoverer 
of novel and useful methods of 
doing 
things the « elu siv e right to make and 
v nd for a time deemed adequate to repay 
him roundly for the outlay of his means, 
the sacrifice of his time, and the applica­ 
tion of his intellect. 
The policy which 
actuates governments to these ends is a 
wise one. 
It is based on the benefit tbat 
accrues to mankind from tbe exertions of 
human genius ; 
not only to 
stimulate 
bat to r- ward the inventive faculty for its 
valuable results. 
So it is that copyrights 
are given to the producers of books, and 
patents to the inv< 11 tors of labor-saving 
machinery and discoverers in the half 
explored field of science. 
But the great 
and underlying reason for copyright and 
patent laws is the benefit to the whole 
people. 
Now whenoe this new bill? 
It is the 
offspring of the Associated Press of New 
York. 
It has the authorship of Mr. W at­ 
te reon. 
W hat does it do ? 
It reverses the 
policy we have outlined, and instead of 
benefiting proposes to practically deliver, 
bound hand and foot, to a few great jour­ 
nals 
tbe 
publishing 
and 
reading 
pujlic 
of 
thr 
Union, 
It 
is in the 


interest 
of 
the 
many 
that 
news 
should be published ; it is only in the in­ 
terest of the few that any news is sup­ 
pressed or exclusively controlled. 
Chan­ 
nels of information, current history of the 
w o ill, communication through the press 
of events, etc., all have au important bear­ 
ing upon business, social life, political prog­ 
ress and the general well-being of the peo­ 
ple. 
Take the disaster at the San Fer­ 
nando tnnnel the other day. 
It is of wide 
importance to the commerce of the co a st; 
it is of Bpecial importance to the traveling 
public ; it is of immediate concern to those 
using the mails. 
Y et a local paper near 
the place of the accident, and issuing the 
day of its occurrence, though of insignifi­ 
cant circulation, and that limited to the 
narrow bounds of a 
sparsely-popnlatsd 
county, would, in all likelihood, be first 
possessed of the facts and be first to print 
the acconnt. 
Yet by this bill the massive 
whirling wheels of the world’s commerce 
must pause, the peoples of States and Ter­ 
ritories, the commonwealths of the nation 
muBt remain in ignorance for twenty-four 
hours aud the sun of intelligence stand 
still for the space of a day at the command 
of the lilliputian Joshua, whose power is to 
be given by an Act of Congress of fifty-five 
millions of people. 
Has evei the world been called to wit­ 
ness more stupendous effrontery ? 
W ill it 
ever again have written upon its historic 
pages a more brilliant example of the sub­ 
limity of cheek ? 
A final thought—that 
such a measure would be an infringement 
upon personal guaranteed rights, and there­ 
fore is inhibited by the fundamental law ; 
that it cannot bs based on the recognition 
of creative genius, because news is self- 
creative, and that which is manufactured 
is not news. 
News is, exists, transpires, 
develops—it never is, never can be the 
work of the man to whom it is first given 
to record in print the fact that it is, for it 
is neither the product of his brain, the re­ 
sult of his skill nor the outcome of his 
genius. 


TBE DAY. 


Among some timid lovers of self-govern­ 
ment there have prevailed fears that the 
patriotic sentiment in America is on the 
decline. 
One of the reasons adduced for 
the belief is that such days as this, com­ 
memorative of the birth of Washington, 
are observed with less apparent enthusiasm 
than heretofore. 
But the truth is that 
mere processional pageantry and pyrotech- 
nical spectacle do not testify to the sincer­ 
ity of the patriotic spirit, nor their absence 
to a decadauce of patriotism. They appeal 
quite as much tj ignoble as to lofty senti­ 
ments. 
The memory of George Washing­ 
ton has not faded in the slightest in the 
American heart. 
On the contrary, as we 
recede from his time the grand symmetry of 
the character of the chief of patriot sol­ 
dier and the leader 
of liberty’s hosts 
stands out in bolder relief, and its exquisite 
proportions become clearer to the vision. 
As ages pass, instead of George Washing­ 
ton fading from memory, his name and 
deeds will be deeper and more deepiy 
graven apon the tablets of history and 
written in men’s hearts and man’s proc­ 
ess. 
His name, fame aud example will for 
all time stand as the type of the loftiest 
effort ever made by men to attain the ut­ 
termost possibilities of perfect liberty tem­ 
pered by that wise constraint which arises 
out of the voluntary surrender of rights 
by the governed, to the end that greater 
rights and privileges and immunities may 
be enjoyed. 
The tide of foreign ideas- 
the 
encroachment 
of 
anti-rcpuhlican 
sentiments, the waves of socialistic isms, 
have 
not 
yet 
so advanced 
upon the 
shores 
of 
this 
republic 
as 
to 
cause 
anxiety for the national heart. 
The tim e 
may come when its beat will cease to be 
responsive to American ideas ; the time 
may come when the nations of the earth 
in the smoke of our downfall will write 
of Washington as a 
greater one than 
even 
we 
deem 
him—a 
prophet, 
if 
there 
is 
disregard 
of 
his 
warnings. 
“ Towards 
the 
preservation 
of 
your 
Government, 
and 
the 
permanency 
of 
your 
present 
happy 
state, it 
is 
requisite, not only that you steadily dism 
countenance irregular 
opposition to its 
acknowledged authority, but also that you 
resist with care the spirit o f innovation upon 
its principles, however specious the pre­ 
texts,” wrote the illustrious patriot in his 
farewell address. 
And again, regarding 
party spirit, he said: “ Toera being con­ 
stant danger of exceis, the effort ought to 
be, by force of public opinion, to mitigate 
and assuage it.” 
These sagacious counsels 
observed, his example kept in view, and 
the national heart will never cease to keep 
time to the progressive march of the fair­ 
est republic of earth.

CHINA AND JAPAN. 


The Oceanic, which arrived in San Fran­ 
cisco Monday, brings dates frcm Hong­ 
kong to the 22d of January, and from 
Yokohama February 2d. 


YOKOHAMA. 
One cause cf the decline in value of rice 
in Japan is tbe diminished d em u d for the 
manufacture of sake. 
Politically, there is no news of any im­ 
portance. 
The struggle between France 
and China is being watched with great in­ 
terest in Japan, for the attitnde of China 
towards this country undoubtedly affords 
ground for mnch uneasiness. 
China cher­ 
ishes secretly many grievances against 
Japan, and the irritation is not lessened by 
the conduct of the latter country, which 
is believed, with what truth it is quite im­ 
possible to say, to be more inclined to the 
French than the Chinese in the Tonquin 
business. 
The Navy Department has purchased 
from the estate of the late E. C. Kirby 
the ship-building premises known as the 
Knobe Iron Works. 
Tbe price is not 
stated, but it is said to be $30,000 short of 
the sum for which the property* was 
mortgaged. 
Incendiarism in Japan is assuming fright­ 
ful dimensions. 
During 1SS2 the returns 
show that in Tokio alone, 67 per cent, of 
the fires recorded were real or suspected 
cases of incendiarism. Robbery is supposed 
to be tbe motive, 
A few weeks ago Professor John Milne of 
the mining section of tbe Imperial College 
of Engineering, Tokio, left here for Naga­ 
saki for the purpose of establishing an un­ 
derground observatory in the Takashima 
colliery. This coal mine, by far the largest 
in Japan, is in the Island of Takashima, 
abont nine miles from Nagasaki, and is the 
property of Iwasaki Yataro, Chief of the 
Miteu Bishi Company. 
The “ favorable” balance of trade so 
long desired by JapaD has been at last se­ 
cured. 
In addition to giving away $12,­ 
000,000 more in commodities and money 
than received in the past two years, the 
Government have been able to add $20,­ 
000,000 to the “ specie reserve” in the 
treasary. 


CHINA. 
Affairs are quiet at Canton. 
The sup­ 
pression of inflammatory fly sheets has had 
a most beneficial effect. 
The work of call­ 
ing in recruits still continues. 
It is stated in native circles that money 
for war purposes is being raised in Canton 
by a compulsory tax of 20 cents on every 
$100 dollars entered in the books of all 
guilds or private firms. This extraordinary 
taxation is superintended by one of the 
Cantan notables, known as Mac or Moc, 
and he is assisted by a large staff of offi­ 
cers. 
It is said tbat the authority intrust­ 
ed with the collection of this revenue has 
already advanced 
50,000 taels on the 
strength of his prospects. 
There has been a good deal of talk at 
Canton about the action of the Tartar Gen­ 
eral relative to the Christian Bannermen. 
His attention was more directly called to 
the fact that some of them were Christians 
by the scurrilous articles that appeared in 
the nativo papers. 
His actions border on 
a violation of treaty rights, so an investiga­ 
tion may be demanded. 
The movement of Chinese troops contin­ 
ues to go on all over the Empire. 
A large 
nnmber of men, armed for the most part 
with Msrtini-HeDry rifles, have been dis­ 
patched from Canton to the island of Hai­ 
nan, and it is 3aid that one of the China 
Merchants’ steamers is engaged in trans­ 
porting troops from Nanking to Formosa. 
The Chinese telegraph lines are being 
extended from Canton to tho Tonquin bor­ 
ders, and the line from Tientsin has been 
completed. 
Commercial affairs among the Chinese 
in the north are in a very unsatisfactory- 
state at the present moment. 
Four of the 
native banks at Peking were only saved 
from utterly collapsing, on acconnt of the 
extensive demands being made upon them, 
by the intervention of the officials, who 
put a stop to the wholesale withdrawal of 
deposits. 
It has now been ascertained without a 
doubt that the China Merchants’ steamer 
Hwai Yuen has been wrecked and over 
200 lives lost. 
She went ashore on the 
Island of E-shan during a strong gale, and 
Bank almost immediately. 
All her officers 
and engineers have been lost. 
The total value of exports sold to for­ 
eigners last year in Yokohama was yen 
18,603,215 ; 
imports purchased, yen 13,­ 
994,733. 
Very severe weather has been experi­ 
enced by vessels on the coast of China 
during the past two or three weeks. 


HONGKONG. 
A new family hotel is to be started in 
Hongkong in the premises formerly occu­ 
pied by the Hotel de L’Univers. 
A European overseer of works, named 
John Minhinnett, who was alleged to have 
shot at r Chinaman with a revolver iu a 
Chinese Club, was tried at the January 
Criminal Sessions on a charge of trying to 
murder aud two lesBer counts, and acquit­ 
ted by a unanimous jury. 
A very excited feeling appears to prevail 
in Hongkong with regard to the. three Chi­ 
nese who lost their lives in leaping from 
the verandah of a gambling house while 
the police were raiding the premises. 


“ THE 
NECESSITY” FOR 
LEVEE 
IM­ 
PROVEMENT. 


The Marysville Appeal evidently be­ 
lieves that the repoit of the Sacramento 
engineers does show " th e 
n e ce ssity” for 
work being done on onr levees. 
To its 
mind the report is testimony despite the 
iterated denial of our evening contempo­ 
rary. 
W hat the Appeal remarks concern­ 
ing its own city is true of Sacramento. 
It 
says : 
This city is safe from ordinary floods, but 
sound wisdom dictates that the north and 
northeast levees should bo made strong 
enough to withstand much higher water 
than has occurred since they were erected. 
In the language of the Sacramento en­ 
gineers : 
“ It is the part of wisdom, and 
will amply repay, to make our levees 
doubly Becure against even the most extra- 
ordinari floods, whether danger is feared or 
not.” 
Five months after confidence be­ 
comes firmly fixed that our levees are 
strong enough to 
resist 
extraordinary 
floods, the population of Marysville will 
begin to increase, and building and im­ 
provements of all kinds will become the 
order of the day. 
The people complain of 
high taxes, bat must know it is a waste of 
all moneys to build half as strong as the 
necessities may call for. 
The stoppage of 
the hydraulic mines at the headwaters of 
the Yuba must not give the people iu the 
valley along its line too mnch confidence. 
If not another sand was pat into the Yuba 
for the next two years it must not be for­ 
gotten that immense \o!umes of debris oc­ 
cupy the river channels, and duriDg every 
freshet it will slide along towards the bays. 
The old deposit will first clear itself at the 
head of the rivers, and it will pass by us 
safely if we keep np strong barriers. After 
a year or two it is apprehended levee build­ 
ing will be light in comparison with what 
it has been the last ten years. Tbe passing 
off of the sand deposits to the depth ot 
one foot will lend assurance that they will 
nearly all be gone in the course of ten or 
fifteen years. 
When this day of deliver­ 
ance from the curse of slickcns comes the 
Sacramento valley will again be the garden 
of the Pacific coast.

The victims of the Park City snow-slide 
reached Salt Lake February 19ch for burial. 
All the creeks in Alameda couDty are 
running fall, aDd the marsh land at Alva­ 
rado is under water. 
Daring the recent cold weather Ed. 
Green, walking from Colfax to Nevada 
City, to obtaiD work, and the Dight being 
dark, fell and broke a leg. 
Two sconn- 
drels, who answered his criea for assist­ 
ance, robbed him and left him to freeze, 
and had it not been for two friendly wood- 
choppers passing by shortly afterwards 
Green would probably have died from ex­ 
posure. 
The North San Jnaa Times says : We 
learn that there are a great many destitute 
families on this ridge who need assistance. 
Judge Sawyer’s decision has played the 
deuce in this section of tbe State. 
It has, 
we learn, thrown hundreds of men out of 
employment and le'fe many families in a 
destitute condition. 
It is a terrible thing 
to witness families with children in want of 
tho staff of life and not have it in one’s 
power to relieve them. 


Advices from Shanghai report a revolt in 
Mongolia. 
A bond call for $10,000,000 was issued 
yesterday afternoon. 
The Senate yesterday confirmed William 
R. Porter as Postmaster at San Bernar­ 
dino, Cal. 
It is reported that gales have again 
caused serious damage in various parts of 
tbe United Kingdom. 
The new Governor of Turkestan is de­ 
sirous of initiating a pacific policy in order 
to soothe English alarm. 
A bill granting nearly $30,000,000 to 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad has passed 
the Ontario House of Commons. 
The House Committee on Public Build­ 
ings have agreed to recommend the erec­ 
tion of public buildings at Port Towneend, 
W. T., to cost $57,000. 
England has given her sanction to the 
future increase of Turkish import duties, 
provided the abuses now prevailing in the 
management of the customs be suppressed. 
The Post master-General has transmitted 
to the House a report, showing the falsity 
of the charge that a British spy tampered 
with tho mails in the New York Postoffice. 
Representative G. D. Wise, of Virginia, 
will shortly introduce in the House a bill 
appropriating $30,000 for the completion 
of the monument to Mary, mother of 
Washington. 
An Oil City (Pa.) dispatch says that the 
United Pipe Lines have sold out to the 
National Trust Company. 
The effect will 
be to strengthen the oil trade, as the capi­ 
tal of the latter is mnch larger than the 
former. The Pipe Line capital was $5,000,­ 
000. 
No less than 2,300,000 pounds of Japan 
tea has been sold at the Importers and 
Grocers’ Exchange in New York during the 
last two days, besides 50,000 pounds of 
black leaf. 
This sudden activity is due to 
speculation based on anticipation of a de­ 
crease in the crop of tea this year. 
A Buffalo (N. Y .) special says : The con­ 
test for the possession of the Fargo twins 
has ended, for the present at least, by the 
decision of Judge Smith, in the Superior 
Court, that they remain in tbe care and 
custody of Mrs, Fargo, at whose house 
they have lived since they were 9 months 
old. 
Governor Crittenden, of Missouri, 
has 
received a requisition from the Governor of 
Kentucky, asking that the prize-tighter, 
Tom Allen, be delivered to the Kentucky 
authorities. 
The charge against Allen 
dales to 1876, when he engaged in a tight 
with Joe Gcs«, and was placed under $3,000 
bonds to answer therefor. 
An Ottawa (Can.) special says : A Min­ 
isterial crisis is pending. 
It was thought a 
few days ago that the French-Canadian 
supporters of the Government wore con­ 
ciliated, but this does not appear to he the 
case. 
Forty-two of them have signed a 
round robin pledging themselves to oppose 
the Government unless the demands of 
their province are acceded to. 
When the question of admitting Brad- 
laugh was broaohed in the English House 
of Commons yesterday, Sir Stafford North- 
cote moved that the House reaffirm the 
resolution preventing Bradlaugh takiogthe 
oath and excluding him from the House 
After a stormy discussion, in which Glad­ 
stone, Churchill and Labouchere took part, 
the motion was carried—226 to 173. 
A special from Allanta (Ga.) of February 
20th, says : To day a long-standing quarrel 
between Bishop Beckwith, of the Protest­ 
ant Episcopal diocese of Georgia, anil the 
congregation of St. Philip’s Church in this 
city, the most fashionable in the Stite, has 
entered a new phase by the resignation of 
Rev. 1’.

PROHIBITION MASS MEETING, 
A Political Prim ary Held in |a Church— 
Names of Delegates to the Prohibition 
Convention. 
A mass meeting was held at the First 
Baptist Church last evening to elect delegates 
to the Prohibition County Convention, which 
will be held at 10 a. m to-day in the Y. 
M. C. A. hall en Fourth street. At an early 
hour the capacious church was filled with 
ladies ar.d gentlemen, and the hundred chairs 
in the ante-room were all occupied. Rev. A. 
J. Frost presided. After a song an eloquent 
prayer was offered by the Rev. J. Q. A. 
Henry. ’The choir then sang a temperance 
ode, and Rev. T. S. Dunn read one of the 
Proverbs appropriate to the occasion. Rev. 
A. L. FroBt faen read the call for the meet­ 
ing, as published in yesterday’s R icobd- 
U nion. Daring the reading tfce reverend 
gentleman was frequently applauded. He 
then said that he presumed that this was the 
first primary political meeting that many 
present had ever attended. This was nothing 
strange, he said, for primaries were usually 
held in saloons. This being held in a church, 
he claimed was a radical change in the right 
direction. 
Mrs, L. J. Nusbaum, the President of the 
W. C. T. U., was next introduced. She 
made a neat address, exhorting those present 
to exert all their powers in the cause of pro­ 
hibition. She said Mies Leavitt, an estima­ 
ble lady, a talented, logical and fluent 
speaker, had been announced to addrees the 
audience, but was not present. During the 
day she had ascert «ine i tbe fact that Miss 
Leavitt was watching at the bedside of an in­ 
valid brother. 
_ 
Rev. H. C. Christian was next introduced 
by the President, who called upon him to re­ 
late something of the temperance cause in 
Georgia. The speaker fail he had lately 
come to the State, but his heart and soul 
were wrapped uy in the cause of prohibition. 
Georgia, he Baid, was the Empire^ State of 
the South. For many, many years intemper­ 
ance rau rife, and no man dared, unless 
he desired to be ostracized or perse­ 
cuted, raise his voice for prohibition. 
The reverend gentleman briefly outlined the 
early temperance work of that State and 
paid an eloquent tribute to the women. He 
said women dated do what men would shrink 
from and not attempt. They were the first 
to start the work in Georgia. Those who had 
b6eu robbed of their husbands and sons 
through the effects of the liquor traffic epeut 
their lives in the cause of humanity. They 
worked in the home circle, the social gather­ 
ings, the town meetings, and finally besieged 
tbe Legislature. They were working in a 
noble cause and would not down, but re­ 
newed their efforts with a pertinacity that 
knows no defeat until the Legislature, just 
in order to get rid of them, passed the local 
option law. No community in the United 
States should tolerate a saloon. The local 
option bill which authorized ccuntiesto adopt 
by a majority was taken up and carried, 
county by county, until now 90 out of the 
135 counties of Georgia have adopted it, and 
the good work goes or. Last year, so 
strong has the sentiment become in the 
State, a prohibition law 
was framed 
and 
passed the Assembly, hut was 
killed in tbe Senate by coin mustered 
by those in the liquor traffic. They say 
that prohibition does not prohibit. This is a 
mistake of extraordinary proportions. Where 
they used to handle barrels of the vile stuff it 
is now handled in demijohns, and little ones 
at that. There is a difference between a 
hogshead of whisky and a little brown jng. 
This he claimed was no small undertaking, 
bat it was a vast and vital question which 
must be locked squarely in the face and acted 
upon. He desired to see prohibition in Cali­ 
fornia, and said so far as he waB concerned 
he would be hung to a limb of a tree before 
he would vote for a man who was not in fa­ 
vor of the principles of prohibition. 
Mrs. Emily Pitt-Stevons, who has lectured 
on several occasions in this city, and who is 
acknowledged to be ODe of the best lady ora­ 
tors on the coast, was the next speaker. She 
said she was a strong advocate for prohibi­ 
tion ; the canse was gaining strength rapidly 
throughout the State, and she referred to tfce 
recent election in the town of Chico, where she 
said at an election a few weeks since tbe en­ 
tile prohibition ticket was tlected by a hand­ 
some majority. She thanked God that the 
Republican party had outlived its usefulness ; 
thanked God that the Democratic party was 
no longer a political factor. The Prohibi­ 
tion party, she claimed, was the party 
of the people. 
It is the party that 
fights for oar 
homes, oar firesides, 
and oar domestic happiness. The saloons, 
she claimed, were dens that robbed the 
mother’s arms of her sons and sent them on 
the road to perdition. Iowa she held up as 
the banner State of the Union. A few years 
since liquor had its sway and ruled its poli­ 
tics, but today how changed—“ A school- 
house on every hill top and no saloons in the 
valleys.” At the last election in that State, 
which fosters education and teaches its chil­ 
dren temperance, 330,000 freemen by their 
ballots declared for prohibition. She be- 
seeched all those present to buckle on the 
armor, unite iu the cause of prohibition and 
reclaim the youth of California. Just think, 
she said, of the 20,000 boys in the city of San 
Francisco that are under the sgeof 18 years. It 
is your duty to stand up now like men and 
vote for prohibition, if for no other purpose 
than that of saving those youths. She asked 
those present who believed in prohibition to 
hold up their right hand. Every one in the 
church did so exrept two who sat near the 
reporter, and they were so enthusiastic they 
made a mistake and held up the left. 
After Mrs, Stevens had finished her ad­ 
dress, Peter Bobl moved that the nominating 
Convention organize, nnd placed in nomina­ 
tion for Chairman H. Ii. Rice, who was 
unanimously elected. E. C. Parker was 
elected Secretary. On assuming the chair 
the Chairman briefly addressed the audience 
on the objects of the meeting, and of the 
great importance at tbe present time of their 
making a bold stand and an nncompromising 
fight for prohibition. He said a few days 
since, in reading the daily press, he ascer­ 
tained that the Chief of Police had made 
the assertion publicly that in 
this 
capital 
city 
ot 
the 
State 
there 
were four hundred places where liquor was 
sold. Just think of it! A city of 24,000 
inhabitants supporting 400 saloons, or one sa­ 
loon to every CO persons. It is said there is 
on an average one voter to every five inhab­ 
itants. That being the case, we have one 
saloon to every twelve voters. No wonder 
the gin mills manipulate the primaries, con­ 
trol the conventions, name the candi­ 
dates and elect the officers, for it 
wonld 
be 
a 
poor 
saloon 
indeed 
that could not control seven 
votes 
or a majority. Those are figures that can­ 
not be gainsayed, and the result of such a 
computation is calculated to stagger and cause 
us to look arouud for protection. This is a 
solemn time for action. He said of course 
we will have no report of this meeting in the 
daily papers, bnc will have to look to the 
Prohibitionist for a truthful report of our 
proceedings. The daily press can find plenty 
of space to minutely describe a first-class dog 
fight, but have no room to spare for a report 
of a temperance meeting. 
After some little delay, no person ¡renting 
to understand the modus operand! of a pri­ 
mary, Mr. Duqd moved that four persons be 
selected by the Chairman as a nominating 
committee. The motion was carried, and 
Messrs. A. J. Gregg, B. F. Bike, J. M. 
Haight and A. J. Frost were selected as such 
committee. 
When the committee retired Mr. Jeffreys 
and bis little son were called upon fur a song. 
Tbe lad Bang in fine voice, and was loudly 
encored. 
The Chairman read a letter from George 
B. Katzeostein, regretting that he could rot 
be present, bnt said he was with the prohibi­ 
tionists heart and sonh 
Rev, T. S. Dunn was called on for an ad­ 
dress. He did not wish to mince matters at 
all. He had never voted anything but the 
Republican ticket in his life ; but the time 
had come when Christian people must drop 
ont of the old parties, and unite in the canse 
if prohibition. He voted for a Republican 
Senator by the name of Routier last year. 
Mr. Rontier made promises on the Sunday 
law question that were acceptable, and how 
well he redeemed his promises and pledgee 
his record in the State Senate will show. He 
exhorted all present to stand in for prohibi­ 
tion.The committee made the following report, 
which was adopted.

Rev. A. J. Frost said it wa* a well estab­ 
lished fact that Democracy could not carry 
an election without tbe aid of whisky, and 
Republicanism must soon awake to the 
realizing fact that they cannot win without 
the aid of Prohibitionists. After announcing 
that Mrs. Emily Pitt-Stevens would deliver 
a lecture on Prohibitionism in the First Bap­ 
tist Church to-night, a collection was taken, 
the doxology sang and the meeting adjourned. 


C rushed by th e C ars.—Charles Atwood, 
one of the Central Pacific yardmen, met with 
what is expected to prove a fatal accident on 
Front street, near the foot of I, yesterday 
about noon.

There is a great deal of claptrap being 
indulged in a t this tim e, in and out of 
Congress, regarding the former land grants 
by th e Government t> railroad companies. 
Of course it is never understood th a t these 
companies intend to beep such land grants 
for their own private use, nor to destroy 
them . 
They were given in lieu of m oney 
to aid in opening up new and unoccupied 
territory, and m ust be sold by the compa­ 
nies in order to realize means w ith which 
to carry on their enterprises. 
Hence these 
grants do not partake of the evils ot land- 
grabbing, as in the cases of individuals, for 
the latter usually hold on to their grabs 
untfl they may demand exorbitant prices. 
tV harever railroads penetrate the w ilder­ 
ness or plains, there settlers follow. 
The 
t is th at for every section given by 
government it sells another th at might 
remained unsold for a century to 
In many instances the railroad 
com panies tell their land as low as the 
saiiie could have been purchased from 
t i i i 
Government.

kmew of a parry having bought a tract of 
•railroad land in Placer county, in this 
State, for §2 50 per acre, for which the 
purchaser refused ¡$5 per acre the next day, 
and can now get ¡$10 per acre for it for 
grape-growing purpoees. 
And yet the 
price paid for this tract was higher than 
th at paid for most of the land sold by the 
company in the game locality. 
Every foot 
of Government land in th at vicinity was 
long since sold, and much of it is now cov­ 
ered w ith orchards aud farms. 
But for 
the presence of the railroad, however, th at 
section would even now be little better than 
a howling wilderness. 
Commenting on the 
present attitude of the lower branch of 
Congress regarding railioad land grants, 
the N ew Y ork Sun says the position of the 
m ajority ‘‘is w ithout sense of discrimina­ 
tion or equity. 
The Mail and Express 
thinks that there is great danger of their 
“ overdoing w hat they seem to regard as a 
commendable thing, and suggests th at “ the 
public interests may be greatly endan­ 
gered 
by 
the weak yielding of timid 
Congressmen 
to 
an 
unreasoning 
war 
against 
ail 
land 
grants.” 
Tnese 
rem arks 
apply

to the case of the California aud Oregon 
Company, whose land grant is in danger of 
being taker, awuy by the present Congress. 
W ithout the aid of th at grant it is doubt-i 
ful if tae company w dt or can complete the 
road from Reddiug to the Oregon line ; and 
the thousands of im m igrants who have set­ 
tled along the proposed route in anticipa­ 
tion of having railroad 
communication 
w ith the outer world, would in th at event 
v 
be belated and left in a helpless condition.

W hatever prejudice any person may have 
\ 
Bgainst the giving of railroad land grants 
in general, or at all in the future, surely 
no citizen of this State should now desire 
to have the Government take away the 
grant bestowed upon the California and 
Oregon Company as an inducem ent to 
build the road in question. 
A few years’ 
delay io the completion of tho road can 
m ake no practical difference to the Govern­ 
ment-, and the forfeiture of the grant — 
sim ply to satisfy the unreasonable demands 
of men who are striving to make political 
capital for themselves and their party— 
would bo an act of groat lujustice.

The-e seems to be a determ ination of tbe 
Honse to pass laws to provide for the for- 
foiture of the land grants to railroads and 
other companies, where the terms of the 
grant have not been complied w ith as to 
the time. 
By a vote taken yesterday on a 
resolution of Mr. Holman, the Land Com­ 
m ittee are iuetrncted to report a general 
bill to protect all land grants. 
The vote 
was ayes 25 and nays IS —a very signifi­ 
cant vote. 
From a statem ent now on file 
in the Public L in d s’ Committee room, it 
appears th at there are existing laws which 
grant to several railroads the enormous 
am ount of over 120,000,000 acres of land. 
Of this amount, it is computed th at the 
roads have earned over 20,000,000 of acres, 
leaving a balance of over one hundred m ill­ 
ions of acres, which it is proposed by the 
House shall be declared forteited. 
I t is 
doubtful if tbe Senate will pass on all, or 
even any of these forfeitures, as it is con­ 
tended th at it will cause interm inable liti­ 
gation.

8AN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


The 106th anniversary of the birth of 
Robert- Em m et will be celebrated by the 
Irish N ationalists M arch 4th. 
In tbe Police C ourt W ednesday a charge 
of gambling against nine young men who 
were arrested for playing “ stud-horse” 
ooker, was dismissed on motion of the 
Prosecuting A ttorney, who stated th a t the 
game was one of skill and n et of chance. 
Of the fifty Chinese passengers on the 
steam ship Oceanic, which arrived W ednes­ 
day from Hongkong, only three are dea. 
tined for this city, and who claim to be 
merchants ; the others are booked en route 
for Honolulu and Victoria. 
This is the 
firrt steam er since last June th at has failed 
to bring any Chinese passengers w ith Can­ 
ton certificates. 
The Exem pt Company of the old Vol. 
unteer Firemen have resolved to discon­ 
tinue the paym ent of benefits to the wid­ 
ows of deceased members, except in cases 
of actual need. 
This action is taken in 
view of the fact th at for many years the 
drafts on the charitable funds have largely 
exceeded the contributions, and if disburse­ 
m ents continue a t the same rate the fund 
will be exhausted w ithin three years. 
License Collector Fogarty is about to try 
to collect from the First N ational Gold 
Bank tbe license collected from other 
banks. 
This license Í3 §301 per quarter, 
aud the National Banks have evaded pay­ 
m ent on the ground th at th eir charter be­ 
ing from tne General Gevernm ent exempts 
them from total taxation of this kind. B at 
the Cit-y and County A ttorney was appealed 
to by the License Collector, and has been 
unable to find anything in the law govern­ 
ing such banks to render them exem pt from 
licenses. 
The question will probably be 
taken to the U nited States Courts, and 
there settled. 
The testim ony before the Coroner’s jury 
W ednesday in the case of Pietro Delucca, 
who was shot by Antonio Nardini, w ent to 
show th at N ardini and Delucca m et in a 
saloon on Broadway, had a quarrel about 
money m atters, and th at N ardini sought to 
avoid trouble ; th at Delucca followed Nar- 
diui into the street, forced a fight, then 
stabbed N ardini six 
times, after which 
N ardini fired five shots from a revolver at 
him, wounding him and cansing death. 
The jury found “ th at deceased came to 
his death from hemorrhage resulting from 
gunshot wounds, and we further find that 
the wounds were inflicted by Antonio N ar­ 
dini in self-defense, and therefore consider 
the homicide as justifiable.” 


IMPOSSIBLE 
TO 
COXFLLTB 
THE HOáD 
FOR YEARS WITHOUT THE GRANT. 


[The San Diego Union.] 
As heretofore notid, the House Commit­ 
tee on Public L inds has reported favorably 
the bill to forfeit the Texas Pacific land 
grant. 
O ther bills forfeiting other grants 
are pending in this Congress. 
W hile thero can be no doubt th at Con­ 
gress in many cases has failed to accom­ 
pany its land-grant legislation w ith proper 
safeguards, it is equally true th at the land- 
grant policy of the Government, as a whole, 
lias been wise and statesm anlike, and has 
resulted in enormous benefit to the country. 
I t is a policy th at has opened the way to 
cheap homes for millions of the people ; has 
added thousands of millions oi dollars to 
the natioual wealth, and has advanced the 
civilization of the nation by a full century. 
There is a prodigious amount of humbug 
iu the outcry against land grants to rail­ 
roads. 
I t supplies fine, mouth-filling, de­ 
nunciatory oratory for the demagogues who 
make a trade of politics. 
Certain newspa­ 
pers m ake a specialty of it. 
And a vague 
popular idea has grown up that, somehow, 
.b o u t all the national territory has been 
w ithdraw n and locked up out of reach by 
tbe railroads. 
In point of fact, if the 
people would only stop long enough to 
think, it would be seen th at the lands 
granted to the railroads bave been brought 
into m arket ju st as fast as possible and 
sold to the people long years in advance of 
the period of their settlem ent had they re­ 
mained in the hands of the Government. 
W hy, the railroad land-grant policy has 
created the great W est. 
Imagine the P a­ 
cific railroads unbuilt and the land grants 
unvoted, and then take the map of the 
U nited States of 1S50 and look a t the 
western slope of the continent. 
The illus- 
trot on needs no elaboration. 
Ju st now the tw o political parties seem 
to be trying to outbid each other in the 
m atter of repealing railroad land g ra n ts; 
and in this situation equities, vested rights, 
the interests and wishes of 
the people 
themselves, are lost sight of—the point 
w ith the politicians being only to “ make 
the biggest record.” In this indiscrim inate 
w ar on the land grants the prosperity of an 
im portant section of California is seriously 
threatened. 
W e do not propose here to 
discuss the Texas Pacific question ; we may 
let it be assumed th at the bill relating tu 
th at grant will pass. 
California has little 
interest in the m atter, for the lauds in 
question are in the Territories of Arizona 
aud New Mexico. 
There Í3, however, an unearned grant 
which is being earned as rapidly as the 
Government could reasonably expect, and 
which has an im portant bearing upon the 
interests of this State, and especially of 
San Francisco. 
W e refer to the Califor­ 
nia and Oregon Railroad grant. 
I t is 
doubtful w hether it will be possible to 
complete the Oregon road w ithin the next 
six or seven years, unless the grant made 
to it is m aintained. 
The menace to the 
grant in Congress has alarmed the people 
of the northern part oi the State, and the 
press of th at section is calling attention to 
the danger th at threatens its prosperity. 
W e should naturally look for an equal 
degree of alarm in the commercial circles 
of San Francisco and Sacramento, for the 
construction of the Oregon road is of the 
greatest importance to tne trade interests 
of California. 
If the N orthern Pacific 
builds down toward Redding it will turn 
all tbe trade of northern California to 
Portland, and make the upper part of our 
State commercially tributary to the Oregon 
city. 
U nder these circumstances, it cer­ 
tainly seems reasonable th at an exception 
should be made in faver of the California 
and Oregon. 
The perpetuation of this 
grant will give to tbe Government sections 
w ithin the granted limits, as we learn from 
the press of th at section, more than three 
times the value they would otherwise have; 
therefore, in giving the railroad company 
the alternate sections, the Government not 
only loses nothing, but gains fifty per cent, 
upon tho intrinsic value of all the land 
lying w ithin the granted limitB. 
There never was any good reason for 
building vhe road in California until the 
Oregon section would build down to the 
State line ; a road w ithout through connec­ 
tion could not have earned any money ; it 
would have possessed no commercial value, 
and would have bankrupted the strongest 
financial company. 
Even cow, w ith a 
through connection, the road will not pay, 
except as operated in connection w ith the 
Central Pacific, and as considered in the 
light of a defense against taking commer­ 
cial territory from California and San Kran- 
ciico 
The N orthern Pacific is now build­ 
ing tow ard the State line, and will meet 
the California and Oregon at th at point. 
In anticipation of the construction of the 
road a great many enterprises bave been 
projected, such as the building of saw­ 
mills, the establishm ent of stock and grain 
farms, the purchase of lands at greatly ad­ 
vanced prices, and other uudeitakings n at­ 
urally anticipating the development which 
the construction of the road would bring 
to the country. 
The people along the line 
of the California and Oregon understand 
the situation well, and are entitled to be 
heard. 
They knew th a t the Government 
will lose nothing, but gain much, by giving 
the land already granted to the road ; they 
also know th at the grant is directly and in 
a proper sente a gift to the people of th« 
State cf California. 
W ith the grant, the 
California and Oregon will be enabled to 
seenre the capital to c mplete the line. 
W ithout it, the road will not be con­ 
structed in many years, and possibly never 
by a California company, which would 
manage it in the interest of tbe commerce 
of our own State.
